Kennedy,  Humphrey  Battle  for  Votes 


MILWAUKEE,  April  4 — (UPI)  — Pres- 
idential aspirants.  John  Kennedy  and  Hubert 
Humphrey  haven’t  won  custody  of  the  White 
House  yet,  but  in  the  final  hours  today  of 
the  heated  Wisconsin  primary  each  was 
claiming  he  had  a foot  in  the  door. 

Kennedy  started  it  yesterday  when  he 
told  a nationwide  television  audience  he  had 
sent  a letter  to  President  Eisenhower  saying 
that  if  elected  in  November  he  would  Con- 
tinue any  moratorium  on  underground  nuc- 
lear tests  negotiated  in  the  current  Geneva 
talks. 

THE  MASSACHUSETTS  lawmaker  said 
he  wrote  the  letter  voluntarily  so  that  the 
President  “would  at  least  have  my  view  on 
it.” 

Humphrey  didn’t  let  Kennedy  have  the 
stage  to  himself  for  long.  He  said  a short  time 
laterion  a local  TV  show  that  he  too  is  in 
correspondence  with  the  White  House,  and 
has  been  for  some  time,  on  key  foreign  pol- 
icy matters. 

FURTHERMORE,  said  the  Minnesotan, 
the  U.  S.  disarmament  position  at  the  Gen- 
eva talks  is  what  he  proposed  some  time  ago. 

The  White  House  seekers  concentrated 


their  fire  oh  the  last  day  of  the  campaign 
today  in  the  populous  Milwaukee  area,  where 
one  third  of  the  vote  will  be  cast.  A record 
turnout  of  more  than  1,100,000  is  forecast 
tomorrow. 

THE  PERSISTENT  subjects  of  religion 
and  campaign  expenses  dogged  the  candi- 
dates during  extensive  appearances  on  TV 
yesterday. 

Roman  Catholic  Kennedy  and  Protestant 
Humphrey  proclaimed  religious  tolerance. 
Humphrey  said  “nothing  would  make  me 
sicker  than  to  have  this  campaign  injected 
with  religious  issues.”  Kennedy  said,  “I  hope 
that  people  will  vote  for  a candidate  on  the 
candidate’s  competence.” 

THE  48-YEAR-OLD  Humphrey,  who  has 
described  himself  as  the  “poor  man’s  can- 
didate” throughout  the  10-week  primary 
campaign,  lighted  into  Kennedy’s  expendi- 
tures. He  said,  somewhat  irritated,  that  Ken- 
nedy’s Convair  airplane  cost  more  than 
Humphrey’s  entire  campaign. 

Kennedy,  42,  said  he  figures  Humphrey 
and  he  have  spent  about  the  same  amount 
thus  far,  about  $135,000  to  $140,000.  Both 
men  said  they  will  give  a “full  accounting” 
later  this  month.

RIVERSIDE,  Calif.,  April  4 — 
(UPI)  — Race  driver  Carroll 
Shelby  has  a Riverside  Grand 
Prix  trophy  to  sit  beside  his  1959 
Le  Mans  first  place  cup,  but  his 
triumph  was  dimmed  by  the 
death  of  Argentine  champion 
Count  Pedro  Von  Dory. 

Shelby,  of  Dallas,  Tex.,  fin- 
ished a minute  and  12  seconds 
ahead  of  defending  champion 
Ken  Miles  of  North  Hollywood, 
Calif.,  in  the  Los  Angeles  Exam- 
iner-Herald Express  sponsored 
races  Sunday. 

ABOUT  THE  time  his  “bird- 
cage” Maserati  was  getting  the 
checkered  flag,  Von  Dory  was 
being  carried  from  the  raceway. 
He  was  killed  when  thrown  from 
his  Porsche  RS-60  just  five  laps 
away  from  the  finish. 

Officials  said  Von  Dory,  41. 
failed  to  negotiate  the  gentle  No. 


5 turn  and  his  car  flipped  over. 
He  was  thrown  to  the  track.  No 
other  cars  were  involved. 

ALTHOUGH  an  estimated  70,- 
000  spectators  lined  the  nine- 
turn  course  to  watch  the  62  lap 
— 204  mile — race,  many  went 
home  without  knowing  Von 
Dory  had  been  killed  since  it  was 
nearing  the  end  of  the  race  and 
the  accident  happened  in  back  of 
the  main  grandstand.
